A REGULAR DUSTING and spraying program at Swan Island Dahlia’s Canby 
farm assures disease free stock. This begins in the early summer when the 


plants are about six inches high and lasts throughout the season. 
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end of November. After the tops have been mowed, the long feeder roots 
are cut under the ground by a plow share. Men with forks then very care- 
fully lift the clumps out of the ground. The stalk is then cut off close to the 
clump and the clumps packed in trays. 


AN AUTOMATIC WASHER has been designed to wash the clumps in the 
trays and eliminate handling and consequent breakage. The screen bottoms 
of the trays allow the fine spray of water (about 200 gallons per minute) 
to wash the dirt from both the tops and bottoms of the clumps. After wash- 
ing, the trays are hauled into our modern, specially designed frost proof 
basement warehouse. 


DIVIDING DAHLIA clumps is a highly skilled job which takes several years 
to master. Women at the far end send their flats of divided tubers down on 
the endless belt to the women at the near end, who trim off the excess 
roots. Tubers are then counted into paper lined crates and stored in a 35 
to 40 degree warehouse until they are reselected prior to shipping.

Hints on Cutting Flowers 
It Has Been Proven! Dahlias Will Keep Up to 10 Days When Cut 


“How do you grow your dahlies to get such long stems and why do they keep 
so long?” This is asked by most visitors to our shows. The answer is not necessarily 
in the growing of the plant. Here are a few basic rules we follow: 


1. Large or small cactus and decorative blooms must be fully open before cutting. 
Young blooms wilt almost immediately. 


2. Cut in the cool of the day (we prefer morning). Bring them indoors within a 


half hour, place stems in hot water out of the tap. Leave sitting in a cool 
sheltered area for 4 to 6 hours before arranging. 


3. Use a sharp knife and cut long stems. The blooms will then keep longer 


and you will also prune your bush and assure better quality blooms later. 


4. If odor from stems is an irritation try putting several drops (or tsp.) of Purex 


in the water when you arrange. 


5. If growing for cutflowers select recommended varieties only.

GROWING DAHLIAS 


PLANT after danger of frost. Hole about 
6” deep. Set stake at planting time. Thor- 
oughly mix in cup of bone-meal or rotted 
manure. Place tuber flat with sprout up. 
Cover lightly. Fill in as plant grows. 


IF DRY, water well when you plant and 
give thorough soaking every week to 10 
days after. 


FERTILIZE with one good application of 
barn manure or several light applications 
of commercial (such as 5-10-10) when 
blooming. 
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CONTROL BUGS with DDT or Lindane for 
thrip, Leaf Hoppers, and cucumber or 
spotted beetle. Tobacco dust or spray for 
aphis. Malathion for Red Spider mites. 


DIG DAHLIAS late in fall, usually after frost. 
Lift carefully and store in cool (35° to 50°) 
place, after cutting off stalk down to clump. 
Inspect monthly. If tubers shrivel, storage is 
too hot and dry. Mold can be controlled with 
ample ventilation.
